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THE RUSSIAN FLEET. 


Ordered te American Waters fer Safe- 
vy. 

Lonpon, Nov. 29.—An unauthentica- 
ted rumor recently appeared in some 
of the continental newspapers that 
the Russian Mediteranean squadron 
had been ordered to America. The St. 
Petersburg correspondent of the Times 
of Nov. 22d says: On Monday, Nov. 20th, 
Mr. Baker, the American minister to 
Russia was suddenly informed that the 
czar desired to see him at Iva skoselo. 
As it is unusual for diplomats s below 
the rank of ambassador to be admitted 
to such audiences every imagin- 
able rumor was circulated as 
to what passed between 
czar and American minister. Although 
the truth has not officially transpired, 
I believe the czar’s object was simply 
to beg Mr. Baker to communicrte to 
President Grant the fact of the depart- 
ure of the Russian Mediterranean 
squadron for America. There is no 
doubt the squadron has sailed and al- 
though the position of acommander of 
a naval vessel ordered to seek refuge in 
foreign parts on the eve of war cannot 
be enviable, it is difficult to see what 
else Russia could do, as even the Tur- 
kisb navy alone would be sufficieat to 
dispose of any ships which Russia 
could bring into action.

The Hog Cr p in East Tennessee. 
Knoxville Tribuue. 

From information gathered from va- 
rious sections of East Tennessee, we 
feel safe in estimating the number of 
hogs now being fed at fully 25 ver cent. 
more than that of anv year since the 
good old ante- -bellum days of “hog and 
honiny.” The question then arises, 
where are our farmers to find a market 
for their surplus hogs? 

It is a vain hope to look to the im- 
abe “Peg south, for the extremely 

w price of votton, together with the 
unprecedented scarcity of money and 
the present unsettled condition of the 
country, have combined to fix the 
prices of provisions in the southern 
markets much bebind the views cf 
shippers, and we have heard of no 
shipments of hogs or cattle that have 
given satisfaction. In Atlanta, Ga., 
which has always been one of the best 
southern markets for pork, and where 
thousands of East Tennessee hogs 
have been packed yearly, we 
learn that there is no sale at above 
5c gross for the best. This is true ot 
most, if not all, of the leading southern 
markets, and several parties who bave 
just returned from these markets report 
sales difficult to make at any price. 
In most instances prices realized have 
been less than was paid for the hogs at 
home, and even at these prices, sales 
had to be made on time. This of course 
does not suit the farmer, and he must 
either bacon his own hogsor seek a 
market nearer home. Knoxville should 
make arrangements to purchase and 
pack all the surplus hogs in the coun- 
try. 

We learn that three of our leading 
Ronen t houses, Messrs Smith and 

nes, Hu. L. McClung & Co., and Alli- 
son & McClung, contemplate packing at 
the Knoxville pork house. The first 
slaughtering of the season was one 
yesterday and tl e day before by Jones 
& Smith, and the number approxima- 
ted 350.

Military Companies are not Exempt 
from Road Duty. 


ATLANTA, November 28, 1876. 


Editors Constitution: If you will al- 
low me space, I think I cans ttle the question 
now mooted. ‘‘Are military companies sub- 
ject to road duty?” Ithisk they are, for the 
following reasons: The act of 187i-? repeals sec 
tien 619 of Irwin's revise code except as to men 
who have lost one arm or one leg and ministers 
of the gospel. and also repeals all conflicting 
laws. It is true, the repealed section 649 did 
not refer to military companies. Said compa- 
nies claim their exemption from section 1069, 
of code of 1873. Now it should be remembered 
said section is simply taken from the code of 
1868 and therefore receives its force and sanc- 
tion from the code of 1868, and not from code of 
1873, as no one has ever yet attempted toset up 
the code of 1873 as having any more force than 
the code of 1868, and that when they conflict,the 
code of 1573 is the law, unless the code of 1878 
contain special acts of the legislature that con- 
flict with the other code. Fecause the code of 
1873 is simply a voluntary codification of the 
old laws, end the acts of the jegi-lature passed 
up to 1878,and has never yet received legislative 
sanction. No lawyer of any standing will dis- 
pute the above, clearly then the ect of 1871-2 is 
a subsequent law in conflict with a former ove. 
Hence by the universaily received rule of statu- 
tory construction, venerable in age and author- 
ity, leges postertores priores contrarias abrogant. 
‘‘when provisions of a later statue are ia conflict 
with those of an earlier, the earlier are re- 
peaied.’’ 

The latest act as to road duty is the act of 1876, 
which amends section 610 of the new vode, acy 
of 1871-2, by striking out licensed ministers oj 
the gospel,” and inserting ordained ministers 
of the gos pel who are inthe regular discharge 
of mivisterial duties, and in charge of one 
or more churches Said act of 1876 repeals sec- 
tion 659 of the revised code on the same subject, 
and all other acts in conflict with this act. 

So the law asit uow stands reads, and reads 
intelligibly: All male inhabitants, white and 
black, in this state, between the ages of sixteen 
and fifty vears, shall be subject to work on the 
public roads, exceptordained miuistersof the
